The trag ic stag e of the 
world’s history , which, in ancient 
times centered in the Mediterra­ 
nean and which moved in the naval 
ag e to the Atlantic, will then be 
transferred to the Pacific ocean. 
A t first the Ang lo-Saxon element 
will seek to drive out the Germto^ 


It seems that the United Spates 
may learn sometliing about dealing 
with trusts and combines even from 
poor old'Mexico. 
A dispatch from 
the City of Mexico say s : 
“ The 
recent advance in the price of 
wheat has caused bak ers here to 
diminish the size of their loaves, 
while still charg ing the same price, 
and this has work ed a hardship on 
the poorer classes. 
The g overn­ 
ment is determined that the wheat 
ring , which has been monopolizing 
the g rain mark et, shall be dealt a 
severe blow. 
For this purpose the 
recent decree tak ing off the duties 
on wheat was issued, and the rail­ 
roads have reduced rates from the 
border. 
The city g overnment pro­ 
poses to establish municipal bak ­ 
eries aud sell bread at cost to the 
poor. 
The policy of the g overn­ 
ment is to break up all monopolies 
that raise the price of living to the 
masses.

Kansas C ity and 
Colorado Railroad company against 
Secretary of State Cook. 
The application of the company 
for a peremptory writ of mandamus 
against the officer was denied, Mr. 
Cook refused to issue the company 
a charter empowering it to dobusi 
ness in Missouri, contending that 
it had not complied with the cor­ 
poration laws of the state, and by 
mandamus it sought to compel him 
to issue such charter. 
It 
was originally incorporated 
under the laws of Kansas in 1884, 
and in 1887 its charter was amend­ 
ed 80 as to include the line from 
St. Louis to Union, 
A t its orig­ 
inal 
incorporation 
the 
company 
was capitalized at $i,cxx),ooo, but 
in 1903 it 
increased that sum to 
$1,939,000. 
W hen it sought to do business in 
this 
state it tendered to the sec­ 
retary of state a license fee of $150, 
contending that it had a rig h t to 
extend its line 
through the state 
exempt from the fee required of all 
corporations doing business in M is­ 
souri. 
It also tendered $835 incorpora­ 
tion tax, provided it was held that 
the company was liable on its or­ 
iginal capitalization, 
or 
I995 if 
liable on the increased capitaliza­ 
tion. 
Mr. Cook refused the charter, 
holding that the fee of $50 for the 
first 150,000 of capital and I5 for 
each additional |io,oco must be 
paid. 
Calculating on a basis or $io,ooo 
a mile, less the amount expended 
in the construction of the road from 
St. Louis to Union, and the state­ 
ment of the relators showing their 
capital to be {20,000,000, of which 
{8,500,000 is 
employed in 
this 
state, the secretary held that it was 
on this latter sum, less the original 
capital of $1,600,000, that the com­ 
pany should pay incorporation fees,

THE RATTLESNAKE» S FANGS, 


Ex tracting Them Only Temporarily 
Renders the Reptile Harmless. 


You often hear of rendering a rat­ 
tlesnake harmless by pulling out its 
fangs. Then, again, you road of cases 
where a serpent so treated has bitten 
persons fatally. 
The reason for this 
is that a poisonous snake is deprived 
only temporarily of its 
venomous 
powers by the ex traction of the two 
incisors in the upper jaw, at the base 
of which aa^e the poison glands. Of 
course v’ou know that the fangs are 
hollow, so tha t when 
the 
animal 
strikes, the venom gushes 
through 
them into the flesh of the 
person 
struck.

Lord Ilawketibury might urge, 
perhaps, tliat this is merely an obiter 
dictum, and that it does not finally 
establish the title of the union jack 


0 be regarded as the only true na- 
ional flag. B ut surely this question 
is decided by the fact that the union 
jack is a feature common, and the 
only feature common, to all ensigns, 
whether white, red or blue, which are 
wmrn by British ships at sea. 
E n ­ 
signs are not merely flags; they are 
essentially distinguishing flags. 
White, red and blue ensigns are 
one and all symbols of British nation­ 
ality as distinct from all other nation­ 
alities, and, as between themselves, 
hey distinguish different classes 
or 
categories of British ships. The dis­ 
play of the union jack is the interna- 
■ional mark of all three, the color of 
:he ‘^fly” being only a municipal dis­ 
tinction, so to speak. 
The 
same 
conclusion seems to follow, also, from 
the history and structure of the union 
jack. 
This flag is a combination of 
the original national flags 
of 
the 
three countries now consolidated into 
the United Kingdom. T he original 
national flag of England was the cross 
of St. Georg-e, a rectangular red cross 
on a white ground. T he original na­ 
tional flag of Scotland w'as the cross 
of St. Andrew, a diagonal white cross 
or, saltire on a blue ground.

within proper bounds of fact and 
feeling might express the tribute 
you desire to pay his memory, do 
recommend that you say of him, as 
we now do, that he was a man 
without guile, mask or sham, of 
old-fashioned simplicity of charac­ 
ter and of earnest, open diiectness 
of thoughts of word and of action, 
lie left no one in doubt as to his 
views of men and things, nor as to 
his purposes in life, and all men 
could 
plainly 
see 
that 
he 
bore 
about him the charm of dignity, of 
courtesy and of entire honesty of 
conviction, together with a settled 
fearlessncFs of speech and of deed. 
His life may well be said to have 
been an open book on whose pages 
were writ large a marked devo­ 
tion to the ideals of his native land 
and to the principles of those he 
was trained in youth and manhood 
to admire 
and 
imitate. 
Others 
might go with the times; might 
modify, 
might 
compronrse, and 
might readjust their notions and 
beliefs, but lie was the same day in 
and day out, standing ‘ 'four square 
to every wind that b lew .” 
Thus 
it came to pass finally to him that 
those of us who understood him 
and who could not agree with him 
came to admire his rugged fixed­ 
ness of view and to see in him 
some of the simple strength and 
sameness of the oak or the hill. 
He was the oldest member of 
this bar in years and in profes­ 
sional labor, and we gladly and 
truly affirm of him that he brought 
down to us from a former genera­ 
tion and lived up to the worthy 
old-time traditions of the old-time 
lawyer— faithfulness to his client, 
an honor which kept his word un­ 
broken, a soul which despised mere 
craft and all 
meanness 
great or 
small and the dignity and manners 
of the old-time school of gentle­ 
men. 
He had done much and experi­ 
enced much and observed much 
when he came to us a quarter of 
a century ago. 
And we ihink no 
estimate of his character would be 
sound that did not take into ac­ 
count the fact that he was a part 
of it ail. 
In those days life had 
dealt unkindly with him, and on 
the surface he seemed to all intents 
a broken man in hope, in habit and 
in fortune. 
Tossed and stranded 
by the stout and merciless storms 
of war, to him, as to many an­ 
other, life had apparently become 
a failure and a reminisence to be 
viewed as from the foot of a hill 
he had already gone down. 
It is 
to be said to his everlasting credit 
that such was the inherent native 
soundness and courage of the m in 
tiiat he turned and faced the other 
way, and went up hill again, with 
hiS eye fixed on honor and on hope. 
We are proud to point to this sol­ 
dierly victory— a victory which is 
a manly and solemn lesson of pos­ 
sibility, of grit and of endeavor, 
rarely seen in one of his age, afloat 
as he was in the world, far from 
kith and kin and bearing a burden 
of age 
aud 
defeat — a 
victory 
whereby he re-established himself, 
reflected credit on human nature, 
and set an example to admire and 
emulate. 
As judge of probate his conduct 
bore 
the ear-mark of a just and 
fearless judge. 
He 
administered 
not fickle or whimsical or partial, 
but even-handed justice, tempered 
and illuminated with a substantial 
knowledge of the law and a dis­ 
criminating sense of the dignity of 
his office. 
Before old 
age laid its heavy 
hand on him and bore him down, 
he was an industrious, pain^^taking, 
a persistent lawyer, full of zeal aud 
well equipped in reason and au­ 
thority. 
That he had been, as he was, a 
soldier of two great 
wars, added 
we think not a little to his profes­ 
sional mettle 
and poise and lent 
somewhat of romance to his career. 
He knew many men and knew 
them accurately with a wealth of 
detail and familiarity that gave a 
genial glow of anecdote and his­ 
torical reminisence to his conversa­ 
tion. 
To the very last, as always be­ 
fore, he loved children, he loved 
flowers 
and he loved sentiment, 
and, 
though 
never married, 
he 
escaped being a cynic 
m lo se , 
but worshipped at t b y y K n e o f the 
gentleness, the
